It is now 
sixty years sinco the Taiping 
army spread terror and desola- 
‘tion throughout tho larger part} 
‘of the Chinese Empire, but there 
aro still old men living who re-| 
call the extremity of trees the 
country:was in when the Em- 
peror “Hsien Feng summoned 
Meng Kuo-fan from his study to 
Jead ‘the Imperial troops. ‘Tseng, 
and his lieutenants, Tso Chung: 
tang and Li Hung-chang, wero 
‘4g remarkable a trio as any 
nation can show. They were 
first of all scholars but, just as 
Cromwell turned his Generals 
into Admirals, -so the Emperor 
‘turned his best scholars into 
Generals and they justified 
hie belief. in their ° powers. 
‘Peong Kyo-fan wos a scholar, a 
philosopher, the author of more| 
‘han -a hundred volumes of 
Aiterature and a great. soldier. 
‘Tso Chung-tang fought first in 








the Yangtze valley against - the 
Taipings.. He was then sent to 
put down thé Mohammedan re- 
bellion in Shensi and Kansu ond 
finally reconquered Chinese Tur- 
kestan ; a feat scarcely surpassed| 
by. the exploits of Clive in In- 
dia: Li Hong-chang won _his| 


-| spurs as a soldier and his faine 


as a diplomat is too recent to} 
bear recounting here. ‘The kind 
of literature which produced 
men of action of this type does 
not require an aj Tt has 
passed away but it well | deserved| 
the panegyrio which Dr. Ku 
sings in its praise, 

And yet we shall have to ad- 
mit that, taken as a whole, the 
old learning failed and failed 
utterly. It made scholars and| 
gentlemen of its devotees, but| 
it also made them bigots’ and 
conservatives. The outstand-| 
ing examples 6f suécess which 
we have given above only suc- 
ceeded because they were match-| 
ed against enemies more back 
ward thon they were them- 
selves. When they came into} 
conflict with modern nations| 
they were invariably worsted in 
the Beld though they often. re- 
gained in the council chamber| 
what bad been lost in battle. 
The truth is, the world had| 
moved sinco the days of Con- 
fucius and the old scholar was a) 
survival of the wafit. Unable to| 
adjust himself to the new  en-| 
vironment there was nothing 
loft for him but to vanish away. 
We may regret his picturesque} 
robe and his old world courtesy, 
but wo must recollect too that 
the land suffered from flood and 
famine under his régime. That] 
diseaso swopt the country and} 
the many- toiled in ignorance] 
and poverty to make the few 
cultured and happy. The True 
Scholar lived in his ideals, but 
this is a world of realities and 
the most beautiful ideals are 
not helpful but hurtful unless 
they aro to be translated into 
the facts of life. ‘Tho new 
scholar inay sometimes be a0 
objectionable person, but there| 
is no necessity why he should be| 
eo. At any rate he looks for-| 
ward to a better future and not 
backward to a. vanished past. 
His outlook is world wide nd 
not bounded by tho well built! 
by ‘Tsin Shih Hwang-ti. Tt 
Would surely be the negation of| 
civilization if we had to admit| 
all that modern education 
has done for the Chinese has} 
been to tirn them into prigs. 
‘There is abundance of froth on 
the surface, but there is also an 
under stratum of real progress. 
‘The apparent retrograde move-_ 
ment is merely the illusion of a 
stationary observer who watches| 
‘a moving body and transfers the: 
sensation of motion to his own

THE MUNICIPAL 


BUDGET 
Apr. 1. 

In accordance with the policy| 
founded last year, of getting the 
estimates into ratepayers’ hands| 
as far in-advance of the annual 
meeting as possible, the Budget 
was issued yesterday. It con- 
templates an ordinary income! 
for the coming yeir of Tis. 
8,294,720, not quite a million| 
taels more than in 1923, and an! 
ordinary expenditure less than 
revenue by Tis. 295,420, which| 
is to be carried to extraordinary 
income. Tt is proposed to raise 
Tis. 5,000,000 . by - borrowing| 
(one million less thda last year)! 





‘and, with thie addition of deben- 
tures issued between January 1) 
and February 5 this “year andl 
miscellaneous receipts, the extra- 
ordinary income amounts to Tis. 
5,450,200. Of this the Electri- 
city Department gets 2 million 
taels (as against threo millions 
last year) and the deficit brought] 
forward from 1993 eats up’ no 
less than Tis. 712,590. The es-| 
timated deficit was Tis: 142,450. 
‘We must wait for the report on| 
last year’s expenditure to see 
lhow ‘this considerable aiserep- 
ancy between estimates and 
facts is made up. So large as 
the interests and occupations of| 
Shanghai have become it is diffi- 
cult to foresee exactly how much| 
money will be needed. But an 
excess of nearly six lakhs over 
expenditure authorized tends to| 
make the vote of the ratepayers’ 
meeting slightly ridicnlous and 
|calls for attention, 


Under tho heading of extra, 
ordinary expenditure this year 
we find a trifle of Tis. 8,200 to} 
pay for the completion of the re- 
construction of Thibet Road 
bridge and ‘Tis. 115,000 to finish 
off that at Honan Road, which| 
should be open for traflic next 
August. ‘The appropriation for 
drainage, at Tis, 139,200 is some| 
fifty-four thousand ' tacls 
than the figure proposed by the 
Commissioner of Public Works 
who “regarded it as highly im-| 
portant that the programme of 
work should allow for the pro- 
vision of proper drainage at a 
much earlier stage of property| 
and road development than had 
been’ the practice in the _past,| 
with » view to the prevention of| 
unsanitary conditions ond 10 
minimizing 

thoroughfares." As regards the 
last mentioned consideration we 
are in hearty agreement with] 
tho Commissioner. At the pre- 
sent time, North Szechuen Road| 
Extension is “ap” for tramway] 
repairs and we think we are 
right in saying that Dixwell 
Road is “‘up"’ too, thns badly| 
hampering communication with| 
the Hongkew Park end. Now! 
tho Public Works Department is 
often unfairly blamed for the| 
digging up of roads, when the 
real cause is tobe found in| 
tho perpetual difficulty of mak. 
ing budget appropriations square| 
with necessities not to be ignoc-| 
ed. But the resulting incon- 
venience to the public is the 
same, and we cannot but think 
that by looking farther ahead,| 
in respect of financial provision, 
the continnal disturbance 
main thoronghfares, which is 
joted with so much general ir-| 
ritation, might be avoided. By 
such a policy too, it would be| 
possible to give due notice 
public utility companies and the 
Electricity Department that such 
and such a road would be shut 
to traffic at a certain time and

‘On tho other hand, the allusions 
to “increases of poy automatical- 
ly due under the fixed scales” 
will probably attract criticism:

THE DUTY ON CHINA 
TEA 
Apr, 2. 


Now that the Mouse of Com- 
mons is shortly to diseuss_ the 
first Budget of the Labour Gov-| 
ernment an opportunity 
sents itself to draw 
to and press for the abolition of 
fa serious anomaly in the fiscal 
system of the United Kingdom. 
We refer to the _ preferential 
duty in favour of Ceylon and) 
Indian teas imported into the 
United Kingdom. During the 
war, for revenue purposes, the| 
duty on ten was raised from| 
five pence to one shilling 
‘a pound. Later at a conference| 
of the Allies and the Domin. 
ions in Paris the so-called Paris 
resolitions wero passed and 
the principal of Imperial pre- 
ference was affirmed. —The| 
Government found it was one 
thing to affirm the principle of 
Imperial preference, but quite 
another thing to carry it out 
effectively. We do mot pro- 
pose to discuss this thoruy| 
question but simply to point 
cout that rightly or wrongly the 
electorate has since decided) 
that Imperial preference is not 
a practical _possibi After 
the Paris resolu 1s, however, 
the Government were commi 
tod to it. Tt was manifestly 
impossible to introduce a high-| 
ly contentious measnre carry- 
ing ont the spirit of the resolu- 
tions ‘they decided to save 
their. & by carrying ont in 
some small measure the letter 
of the resolutions. In looking) 
round for some corpus vile on} 
which to.‘ experiment, they 
unfortunately hit upon. tea as 
being an article on which | 
preferonce could be establishe!l 
with the least contention and 
tho least disorganization to the| 
trade of the country. In point| 
of fact they could hardly have| 
chosen anything which requir- 
ed a preference less. Neve 
theless the duty on Britis! 
grown: tea was reduced from! 
‘one shilling to ten “pence per|

to eight pence, British-grown 
tea was admitted at six pence 
per pound, at which figure it 


‘now stands. 


Tt is difficult to see what 
good has resulted ‘from . this 
measure. A preference thas 
been established on an article 
so firmly rooted in the public 
taste as not to need it, in 
favour of a country whose 
in recent 
years has been. “increasingly 
directed towards imposing im- 
port duties to protect its in- 
dustries from imported Eng- 
lish manufactures, while im- 
ports into England from China, 
& country into which the manu: 
factures of all nations enter on 
equal terms, wire penalized to 
the extent’ of  penny-three- 
farthings per pound. The 
strictest Protectionist now ad- 
mits that a country’s imports 
can only be paid for by its ex- 
ports and it seems a pity to 
handicap China's purchasing 
powers in Pngland by legisla: 
tion against her produce. 

‘Tiiore Ss another aspect to 
the case, which is very impor- 
tant. ‘The — preferenco in 
favour of British-grown tea has 
Yad a very serious effect on the 
re-export trade in London. 
Before the preference was im= 
posed, most of Europo’s tea 
buying was done in London, 
because, broadly speaking, be- 
ing a free market, it was the 
cheapest one. ‘The imposition 
of the preference hag un- 
donbtedly caused tho other 
consuming countries to obtain 
more and more of their require 
ments direct and London is 
rapidly losing a very valuable 
trade. Teas were shipped in 
quantity from Chitia to London 
to meet the re-export domand, 
the merehant well knowing 
that, if he missed this rolative- 
ly sinall and fluctuating market, 
hhis cargo could be sold for 
home consumption in free com- 
petition with  British-grown 
tea. Now sueli consignments 
are getting smaller aimd_small- 
er, and London and British 
merchants in China aro losing 
all the profit on handling them. 

Tn view of the present favour- 
able cirenmstances for securing 
the abolition of this preference, 
which nobody really wants, 
would appear excellent policy. 
for the Chinese througli their 
Minister in London to press 
for its abolition and our Bris 
ish Chamber of Commerce 
should also make its views 
known to the Homo Govern: 
ment. Wo ‘understand that 0 
fund is being raised in London 
by a leading broker there, 
ninety per cent. of whose busi- 
ness is in British-grown tea, 
for the purpose of propaganda 
in favour of abolition of the 
preferonce, and with combined 
action on tlie part of everybody 
interested it should be possible 
to create a favourable atmos- 
phero in the Honse for its re- 
moval.

Taw Chinese religious proces- 
sions, picturesque and som 
times weird, so often encor 
toved in the streets of Shanghai 
and the ceremonies attending| 
marriages and funerals, are 
generally regarded by foreigners 
with an amused interest, perhaps| 
mingled with a feeling of com- 
placeney on theie freedom from} 
superstition in every shape and| 
form. But to the Chinese it is 
all vory real; it is an expression| 








fortunes of life by placating in- 
merable ghosts and demons, 
and to obtain health, wealth) 
and posterity, a good ' old age 
and other reputed blessings, 
After all, the Chinese are. not 
singular in desiring to be ia 
right relations with their en-| 
vironinent both in this world 
and in the other. To believe 
that this bas been foirly well 
accomplished gives an anchorage 
that steadies in the storms and| 
vicissitudes 0” life. Without 
am anchorage of some kind, in-| 
dividuals are apt to drift, | not, 
knowing whither they are go- 
ing, and this may bo said also 
of nations. 

Tt is rather strange that in 
the discussion of Chinese affairs| 
80 little has been said concera-| 
ing the effect of the overthrow 
of tho monarchy in 1910 upon| 
the inner life of the people. As| 
the Son of Heaven, a semi- 
divine personage, the Emperor 
held a unique position in popular| 
estimation because of the extra-| 
ordinary, supernatural powers| 
he was supposed to wield. He| 
‘offered the national prayers and] 
sucrifices at the annual State| 
services and on such great oc- 
easions as a victory in war, or a| 
fealamitous visitation: he iavok- 
ed the great spirits of earth and 
heaven to administer the forcas| 
‘of nature for the generat benefit 
of the country; he was accredit. 
ed with power’ over hosts af 
minor deities to whom be _re- 
ferred in state papers as if they 
were highly respectable. State| 
functionaries of a superior or-| 














of tlivir desire to escape the mis-| " 


port law, onder, and morality, 
‘and to assist, promptly and effi-| 
caciously, in preventing or com-| 
ating such’ calamities as floods,| 
famine, or pestilence; ho dis- 
tributed posthumous honours)

What is the fors 
eignor's business is. that the 
breakdown of all centralized 
government and complete in- 
dependence of the» provinces, 
each going its own way as ‘t 
pleases, has brought ‘about 
gradual whittling away of the 
treaties which, unless stern 
measures are taken, will very 
soon virtually have ceased to ox- 
ist. The worst offender in. this 
respect. is Chékiang, and this is 
the more regrettable in that 
Chékiang is certainly one of the 
threo best-governed provinces in 
China, But in her lawless dis- 
regard of treaties she is giving a 
lead to all other provinces. She 
has declared independence of 
Peking. professes herself _un- 
bound by treaties that, Peking 
has signed and claims the rigit 
to impose taxation as she pleases, 
‘Transit passos are praetically 
ignored in Chékinng and all 
classes of foods are subjected to} 
heavy and irrogular duties. ‘The 
twenty per cent. tax on cigaret- 
tos has attracted most attention, 
not because it is a heavier 
charge than that imposed 0: 
other goods, but because more ig 
known about the movement of 
such things ax tobacco, sugar 
and oil than of other commodi- 
ties.

JN CANTON 


‘The Drug Monopoly to Support 
the Troops: Salutary Action 
by British Gunboat 

Canton, Mar. 15. 

By special -order of the De- 
partment of Finance the export 
of Canton subsidiary coinage 
(2 cent pieces) above the 
amount of $50 will be subject to 
‘tax of 1] per cent. im the form 
Of permit fees, besides a $1 
stamp fee for every permit 
issued, Anyone, contravening 
this order will be subject. to 
hoavy fines and the money will 

confiscated. The order will 
be effective from March 92. Tn 
addition to this order the De- 
partment of Finance is consider- 
ing the issue of stamped papers, 
which all native bank must 
for their written transaction 

‘The Government Anti-Opium 
Bureau has claimed the monopoly 
of the preparation and sale of 
opium in Kuangtung. In Canton 
tho drug is being sold at $5.50 
to: 11 an ounce, and importers 
of tho drug are’ taxed 50 cents 
fn ounce, Dr. Sun's mercenary 
urmy depends much on the sale 
of opium for its support, and its 
demands for money are’ endless, 
If they are refused, they hold 
the officials of the Oplum Bureau 
responsible. Recovtly Mr. Wong 
Sce-koung, the head of the 
General Affairs Department of 
the Buroou, was held by ono of 
the ‘commanders in his head- 
quarters as a prisoner until a 
satisfactory guarantee was given 
for the delivery of $50,000, which 
the troops wore demanding from 
‘the Bureau. Mr. Wong resigned 
hig post two days, ago, 

‘Mz, Julean Arnold, the Com- 
mercial Attaché of the American 
Logation at Peking, is visiting 
Canton. In addition tom 
inquiries into trade conditi 
Mr. Arnold takes particular i 
ferest in the Canton Merchants 
Volunteer Corps, an organization 
of merchants ‘for local  solf- 
defence.

Miners went to it to see if it was| 
possible to rig up tackle, and 
commence resoue operations. They 
hoard voices, specded up. their 
efforts, and in a few hours brought} 
up 21'men. Kirkwood, a yeseran

SOME SPLONDID RESCUES. 

‘The rescued mon said they had 
Seon other’ miners straggling| 
through the rising waters to higher 
levels. Tho only way to reach 
them was by cutting a long pass- 
ago from the old pit. Gangs of| 
minors immediately started to do| 
this, but the days pasted, the job 
seomed endless, and most people| 
thought that if any miners had 
‘escaped tho water they would have: 
long sinco perished with tho dead- 
ly black damp. Still the rescuers 
carried on their task and nine 
days after the disaster their efforts| 
wero splendidly rewarded. A 
faint knocking was heard in tho 
Gistance. “Moro men were rushed 
down and 30 minutos later —the| 
rescued, n party of five, were 
shaking hands with their doliver- 
ers. Tn the ast spurt, 25 yards| 
‘of roadway had been excavated in| 
less than 20 minutes; a world’s 
record. 

All the food tho reseued men 
had between them was 
‘of bread yet they wer 
condition and had under-estimated 
the Iongth of their ordeal by four 
days. On reaching the pit he 
they remembered tho farowell 
mesanges they had written on the 
walls and were insistent that they 
should be immediately erased. 
‘Tho wifo of one of them bad kept

jsastor, confident that he would 
he rescued. 
‘THe FINAL TRAGEDY. 

‘Tho finding of these men en- 
couraged the rescuers to carry on 
their good work with more energy 
than ever. At one time there was 
almost a riot at the pit head, 
caused by tho efforts of men to get 
down nnd take part in the good 





work, Tt was regarded as almost| 
certain that two men, an uncle 
tind hig nephew, had’ reached a 
point above the water. "Desperate 


efforts were made to reach them. 
Naval divers were brought from 
Rosyth, but were unable to push 
through the narrow galleries of the| 
mine to the imprisoned men. 
Bottles containing food and good| 
advico were released in positions| 
below the water thet might enable| 
them to rise where they would be| 
‘of use. It was of no avail. Nor 
was it possible to reach them by| 
entting a road. Pumping was the| 
‘only method, and after a bundred| 
‘million gallons had been pumped 
‘out the water in tho mine only 
subsided eight fect. ‘The rescuers} 
ob through on October 19, 24 
days after the disaster. ‘They! 
found the two men dead of starva-| 
tion and exhaustion. Footsteps! 
in the mudshowed how the doomed 
pair had followed tho subsiding 
waters only to die a few days be- 
fore the rescuers reached them. 


‘The evideneo at tho inauiry 
revealed an even deeper tragedy, 
Witnesses" told how, in another 
part of tho mine, atrows were 
‘found traced on the dusty walls of 
old workings showing the way al 
party had gone.

‘sure of water behind. The pit 
management claimed that the 
Dyke, which was proved to bo 14 
fect thick, was a suificient,barricr| 
to prevent flooding in the Redding| 
Pit. ‘They alleged that tho causo| 
of the disaster was the presence of| 
an old sump in it, cut by the| 
miners of the old water-logged pit 
and not shown in the plans of the| 
workings, Had the existence of| 
‘sump been known, no disaster!

from its face. They contended 
that the disaster was a pure mis- 
adventuro, 
Reference was made to an old 
suggestion that the owners of the| 
its in the arca should combine ta 
sink a shaft and pump the whole 
area dry.

This little book is @ reprint of 
a lecture, with an introduction 
added, delivered at the London 
University last November by 
Brig-Gen. J. H. Morgan. who 
‘Served for four years on th 
Allied Military Commission of 
Control “in unoccupied Germany 
after the War. It is a compact 
survey of the political, economic 
‘and social conditions of present 
day Germany, most interestingly 
and instructively presented by & 
frained observor: who. hed unique 
‘opportunities of gaining his ir- 
formation at first hand ‘all over 
‘the country and from the best 
Possible sources. “He attempts, 
ashe says, to diagnose the 
maladies of a body politic by 
methods of clinical observation 
land experiment, and he undoubt- 
edly succeeds in putting forward 
facts and opinions which are well 
worth the consideration of each 
one of us who takes any thought 
for the future. He endeavours to 
trace the steps by which the 
German national consciousness 
has reached the conviction that 
tho Allies have sought and still 
seek hor ruin. He_ attributes 
this conviction’ mainly to the 
Treaty which saddled Germany 
with unliquidated damages for_a 
generation and more and to. th 
‘economic exploitation of the Ruir 























party, humbled as it was by the
